Commission. This is not simply a 
‘question of whether Maine should 
have elected or appointed public 
utility commissioners.

late. 

3, In a step backward, the leg- 
islation would repeal laws that 
help the State prepare for emerg- 
ency energy shortages, that help 
citizens reduce their homeheating 
costs and help build car pools, 
_4. The proposed, Commission 
would ‘be a new form of state 
government that would be govern- 


meht by minority without the nor-, 


mal checks and balances and 
would be an added expense to the 
taxpayer 

This one agency, if approved by. 
the voters, would have the power. 
to ‘set policy; execute policy and 
Simultaneously serve as judge. 
Traditionally, such powers. are di- 
vided among the three branches of 
government. Violation of-this prin- 
cipal, as in the case of the Atomic 
Enengy Commission, hias led to 
disastrous results, " 

“The Commission's authority to 
issue bonds and. thereby incur debt 
walso deserves attention, At a time 
when the State of Maine is strug- 
gling to regain a good financial 


standing so it can: reduce its cost’ 


of borrowing, it is imprudent to 
expand Miaine’s. debt in this free- 
wheeling manner. 

The -advocates of this proposal 
say that the “state energy budg- 
et”? has notaing to de with mon- 
ey. But the ‘state energy budget” 
mentioned above serves as the 
principal guidance for expending 
the energy development fund. 

The advocates of this proposal 
charge “cozy relationships” be- 
tween utilities and PUC Commis« 
sioners. But they have yet to 
make a specific charge against 
any Commissioner. They have al- 
so charged that Commission ap- 
pointments have been political 
payoffs. Is this an attack on 
former Gov. Longley, who appoin- 
ted all three of the present Com- 
missioners? 

The advocates also claim that 
consumers will get better rates 
since other elected commissions 
have good nates. What they do 
hot say is that most of the states 
with elected commissioners have 
benefited extensively from fedenal 
power projects jand have extensive 
energy resources of their own in 
the form of high-head hydro pow- 
er, and natural gas, They also do 
not reveal that there is no other 
State in the nation, whether it has 
elected or appointed Commission- 
ers, that has adopted this super 
agency approach. 

The Governor is against this 
Proposal as is the Legislature, It 
has already been opposed by the 
Inlajor newspapers in the state, 
These people have all studied this 
issue very carefully. , 

For all of these reasons a “NO” 
Vote is essential on the Maine En 
ergy Coniniission question.

‘When Maine voters go to the 
polling places on Election Day, 
Noy. 3, they will find this ques- 
tion first on the ballot: — 

"Shall An Act to Create ihe 
Maine Energy Commission Be- 
come Law?” | 

A “yes” vote will pass the pro- 
posal. A ‘no’? vote will defeat it. 

This question is there because 
43,000 citizens signed a petition to 
bring the Maine Energy Commis- 
sion to a vote. ; 

The issue is. mow genenating a 
lot of discussion in the state and 
a lot of advertising is being done 
to prevent it from passing. 

The Maine Energy Commission 
proposal does the following three 
major things: 

e Jt replaces the presenit* three 
appointed Public Utilities Comniis- 
sioners with three elected com 
missioners. Their’ terms are shor 

‘ tened from seven to four years. 
(The Maine Energy Commission: 


will be ithe new name for the Pub- : 


lic Utilities Commission, which is 
the government body that decides 
on electric, phone, gas, and water 
nates «and whether new electric 
plants should be built, among oth- 
er decisions.) 

. Energy conservation, recye- 
cling, 
and renewable energy such as so- 
lar’ and small hydro dams ‘will be 

“made the top priority energy po- 
licy of the ‘state. The new com- 


mission will have to follow this _ 


policy. 

» The new commission is re- 
quired to take into consideration 
the effect of proposed new elec- 
tric plant construction on the en- 
vironment, on public heath and 
safety, and on our pocketbooks. 

“The heart of the proposal is 
the election of the commission- 
ers,’’? says Bruce Reeves, the for- 
mer ‘State Senator from Pittston 
who began the ‘citizens’ drive that 
is. resulting in the vote. 

Reeves and the other people who 
put the proposal on the ballot be- 
lieve that elected commissioners 
will pay more attention to the citi- 
zens, ‘and not so much to big util- 
ities, 

They point to the fiacts that in 
the 11 states with eldcted com- 
missioners the electnic nates are 
genenally lower, that on the aver- 
age these commissions gnant half 
the rate increases as in stiates with 
appointed commissions, and yet in 
these states the utility companies 
still make good profits. 

They believe it is important to 
have commissioners who listen to 
the people: Right now over $85 
million-in possible mate increases 


or are destroyed—often inhumane- 
ly. This is true of dogs, too. I 
know veterinary fees are high for 
spaying and altering, to stop un- 
wanted population, and that feed- 


ing any animal in days of high in-, 


flation can be a great burden. 

If concerns me and I am sure, 
many other thinking people, that 
anyone would adopt a pet, and not 
knoW the responsibilty he is as- 
suming for its care and welfare 
in order to insure a long, happy, 
healthy life. Not only is counsel 
available from veterinarians, but 
many books’ furnish information 
on care of all animals, 

Not only is the pet owner res 
ponsible for the pet’s welfare, he 
certainly is not a good citizen or 
neighbor if they do not care for 
the animal to assure that it does 


not wander, cause accidents, get- 


ting injured and killed itself, 
spread diseases, and annoy others. 
(Barking dogs—any dog—tan be 
trained to be a joy to everyone as 
well as happier himself.): I am 
aware that there are some people 
(including myself) who try to care 
for such neglected, abandoned ani- 
mals as comé to their attention, 
but this is the owner's responsi- 
bility. That owner should be im- 
tediately searching for any ani- 
mal allowéd fo wander away, The 
days. of allowing animals total 
freedom are over. Hazards exist 
today (cars) which did xot tise 
to. It is a very traumatic experi. 
ence for atiy car operator to hit 
att atimal—sonietimes impossible 
to avoid-and kill it. I cannot 
drive anywhere without seeitig 
such accidents and often. Also, tio 
one should carry a cat loose in hig 
car, He should own a carrier for 
transporting his pet whenever tak- 
en from home, The animal is less 
alaemed and thus urider control. 

I beg of anyore owning a pet, or 
who is planing to acquire one, to 
ask hiniself, “Have I made sure 
of this pet's health with slots for 
distemper and rabies, atid will 
I have him operated upon to as- 
Sure no uniwatitel pregnancy? If 
Ido have any unwanted kittens or 
other pets will I have them put to 
sleep painles§ly by the veterinary, 
and not thrown into bushes to de-

VISIT GOULD — Five Rumford 
Junior High students recently vis- 


RUMFORD JUNIOR HIGH 
STUDENTS VISIT 
ARCHAEOLOGICAL SITE 

Five Rumford Junior High 
School students .and their student 
teacher Mike Burke, visited Gould 
Academy’s Mill Site Archaeologic- 
al Dig to view what is being done 
and to join in the digging for arti- 
facts. This trip was the result of a 
visit, that Gould faculty member 
and archaeology instructor Al 
Barth made to Rumford Junior 
High School in September, He 
spoke to the class: of more than 30 
-sbudents about the field of Ar- 
chaeology and the kinds of things 
‘an archaeologist does. At that time 
an invitation was. extended to the 
class to join the Gould students in 
an actual dig. 

An iarchaeology class has been 
taught at Gould since the spring 
of 1976 and sa 19th century Mill 
Site excavated. In previous years 
the excavation has centered on fhe 
foundation of a large building 1o- 
cated just downstream from the 
granite dam. This year the class 
is digging in a suspected flume- 
way located some 70 feet from 
the dam. : . 

After an introduction to the site, 
the Rumford students joined the 
11 Gould students and helped them 
to excavate five ‘‘squares” which, 
it is hoped, will help prové the 
existence of the flume-way and ‘to 
determine fits size, shape, and pos- 
sible use, 

Since this site was first occu- 
pied in the late 1700's when the 
dam was built, the archaeology is 
called “historical archaeology” pe- 
cause of the tie-in with written re- 
cords available through the Beth- 
el Historical Society. The tech- 
niques used, however, are ithe 
same ‘whether it is historical ar. 
chaeology or a site several mil- 
lion years old in Africa, The in- 
formation obtained will help to 
give a better picture of the set- 
tlement of Bethel and its early 
industrial history.
